Report* from place.* outside Belgrade in- 
dicate that the country accepts the dis- 
appearance of the Obreuovilch dynasty 
without regret.

The 
soldiers appear to have fought their way 
into the palace, shooting down ihe aide 
de camp ou duty, Col, Naumocics, al- 
though according to another version the 
king shot Xaumovics because he opened 
the gate to his assailants, thereby creat- 
ing suspicion of his connivance. Some of 
the other persons killed were surprised 
in their houses, simultaneously with the 
attack on the pa-lace. The bodies of all 
the dead will be placed in eollins during 
the course of the day. 
The remains of 


King Alexander will probably be buried 
at 'the convent of Rakovzn. 
The. other 


bodies will be interred in the local ceme- 
tery.

derous Assailant of Ole Han- 


son, a Conductor. 


TOO DRUNK TO BECALL 


KNOWLEDGE OF AFFAIR 


Expressed Sorrow at Occurrence of 


Attack aud Hoped for Court's 


Leniency-Had no Known 


Kelatives Living. 


Seven years at hard labor in the state 


prison at Waupuu is the punishment 
meted out to Thomas Waddell, who mur- 
derously assaulted Ole Hanseo, conduc- 
tor of a Milwaukee, Racine & Kenosha 
electric, car, on Monday night, at the 
switch opposite Lutz park. 


Waddell had a hearing before Court 


Commissioner John T. Wentworth yes- 
terday afternoon 
and tried 
to tell a 


story of how the affair happened, or in 
other words denied any knowledge of 
the assault, claiming that he was too 
drunk to remember the vital points. 


Court Commissioner Wentworth held 


him to the municipal court in bonds of 
$1,500. After 
remaining in jail over 


night Waddell sent for the district at- 
torney this morning nnd stated that he 
desired to plead guilty to the charge, 
which was assault and intent to com- 
mit murder with' a dangerous weapon, a 
razor. 


He was arraigned betweetih 11 and 12 


o'clock. Before being sentenced Waddell 
said to a reporter that he believed that 
Judge Smieding' would treat him right 
and without interference from outsiders, 
that what friends he had in the world 
he did not want them to know where he 
was. 


Waddell was ordered to stand up and 


District Attorney Gittins read.the in- 
formation charging assault with intent 
to murder Ole Hanson. Judge Smied- 
ing asked the prisoner if he understood 
the meaning of the information and the 
prisoner answered that he did, but that 
he did not believe he intended to com- 
mit murder. The judge was inclined to 
remand him for trial on this statement, 
hut the prisoner quickly spoke up and 
said he desired to plend guilty to the 
charge, that he knew what it was, un- 
derstood it, and made the plea of his 
own volition. 


In answer to questions of the court lie 


said that he was 42 years old, that he 
was an iron worker, and the last place 
he was employed wns at the South Chi- 
cago rolling mills, that he was unmar- 
ried, had no father, mother, sisters or 
brothers aud that he stood alone in the 
world. When asked if he had anything 
to say why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced, he said that he was sorry the 
affair had occurred, very sorry indeed, 
that he had been drinking and he hoped 
that the. court would be as lenient as 
possible with him. He had no more to 
say. 


Judge Smieding then sentenced him to 


seven years in the state prison at Wau- 
pun, hard labor, the first day to be in 
actual solitary "confinement. 


'ihc prisoner took his sentence coolly, 


and was on his feet in a moment ready 
to be remanded.- He said afterward that 
he was tired of talking, that he feared 
his mind was going from the effects of 
drinking and that he wanted rest. All 
efforts to get him to tell a true ftlory 
of his life failed and he will go to pris- 
on a mystery.

on* Henderson with having swindled Ja- 
cob Carbciner, of Clinton, Iowa, out of 
$3,000 in a fake race on the ice. 


The three last named men were in- 


veigled in'to Milwaukee by one Saveland, 
who;'Claimed he had .been: wprked for 
$10,000. 
Sweeney went to Milwaukee 


for the purpose of assisting his friends 
and put up $600 for bonds and he was 
then arrested on what-'is' teruied'a civil 


'arrant, issued by .Juflge ;E.; B. Belden. 


and brought, to .this city. 


It was contended' b^ 'the attorneys of 


Sweeney that he was .illegally held for 
the reason th;it the crime was committed 
in another state and that the 
circuit 


court had no jurisdiction. At this time 
Milwaukee jind Chicago attorneys 
had 


elinrge of Sweeney's cuso, but later Mar- 
tin Gilleti was retained nnd commenced 
proceedings before Court Commissioner 
Jiidd who refused to let the prisoner go. 
Then it came before Judge Belden again 
and this morning the judge handed down 
a decision in which he said: 


It appears upon examination, that nei- 


ther the affidavit upon which the order 
for arres't was made, cor the complaint, 
lay a venue giving the court jurisdiction.

I 
think both Jurisdictionally defective.

While Marshall Field ot Chicago de- 


nies the specific statement made his firm 
had ceased for the present their pur- 
chases of stock on account of the la- 
bor troubles, yet in a published state- 
ment in the Chiengo Inter Ocean, the 
situation us he views i't, is but little bet- 
tered. This merchant says himself that 
"We are obliged to look long into the fu- 
ture because of that agitation, since we 
import our goods from all over the world 
and make largo contracts in 
advance 


even in tliis country. 
This is qualified 


by the previous statement that "\Ve fool 
if this agitation continues that labor will 
be out of employment, for the 
reason 


•that the employer is now paying as much 
for labor as is possible for him to pay 
ami live."' 


Mr. Field then follows with his views 


upon the present condition of the indus- 
trial situation by saying; 


•'Therefore 1 say it is :thc part of pru- 


donue only to look farther into the fu- 
ture than we have heretofore been doing. 
This prosperity we are now enjoying will 
not continue unless this agitation cnn be 
stopped, and unless labor is willing t.> 
continue earno.-tly at work at the pres- 
ent very high prices. These prices must 
cortninly go down a« soon its there is any 
material let-up in business. Personally, 
I have always been an advocate of gcod 
pay, short hours, and good, faithful ser- 
vice, trying to keep nil 
our 
employes 


thoroughly interested in the business. 1 
have read Vnt prp..-irlent's speech, and I 
have been much interested in that part 
of it in which the president warns us io 
enforce the laws of our country. In short, 
lie says that ;he .-upi-emc s,if(;ty of our 
country is to be found in a fearless and 
honest, administration of (he laws of the 
land. 
That. 1 am sure, voices the "cnli- 


nient of every good citizen of (lie l.'ni!<-d 
States. 
Certainly, the weakest p.iinl in 


tho government of the 
country today. 


and the om- thnt is destined to bring as 
the greatest trouble, unlp^-^ we have an 
immediate change, is tho la\' enforcement 
of law. The trouble i- that the voting 
people of tho land arc growing up to 
have no respect for law and order, and 
why should they have when they nre not 
made to respect it? There is nothing wo 
nood in (his country >o much. 1 repeat, 
with reference io the labor question, us 
an enforcement of law. 
I know of my 


own knowledge that we would have had 
a much greater increase in manufactur-

Why should manu- 
facturers come here when they can go 
elsewhere and havt very little or almost 
no trouble?" 


Tint 'the situation is not at all confined 


to Chicago. Many employers understand 
that it is not so much nlone the higher 
sums paid to labor, as it is to the ex- 
tremes some organizations have gone into 
practically entering into the manage- 
ment of the business, or at least of con- 
trolling matters not their province; fur- 
ther the assumption in denying to other 
American citizens the same rights as 
themselves to work without molestation 
nnd restriction. Many 
intelligent and 


reasoning men in progressive labor as- 
sociations fully recognize this truth and 
were 'they to insist upoc 
their 
views 


•would assume the much wiser manage- 
ment, and asserting the grout principle 
thai while union labor shall not be dis-

The freedom of contract attaches to 


every individual, the employe and the 
employer, and the mo*t enduring labor 
associations -will be those founded upon 
the principle that, can not bo disturbed, 
because not treading upon the just rights 
'of any citizen nor at any 'time resorting 
to ftots that practiced now more or less 
arc distinctly interfering with t'.ie rights 
of individuals, they will bar out all dis- 
integrating qualities within themselves.

United States supreme court upon the

"Where the lauguage of the law was evi- 
dently against the intention of congress 
it should not be construed literally, other- 
wise it would result in freedom of all 
the criminals convicted under it, and 
this contingency could not have been for- 
seen." But in any event said the jus- 
tice, the resolution was intended to be 
temporary 
and 
provisional, 
that 
no 


change in the government was contem- 
plated, and that until further legislation 
the republic of Hawaii continued in ex- 
istence." 


The dissenting justices, led bj> Chief 


Justice Fuller iind Justice Harlan were 
vigorous in their opinions. They assume 
the decision is UBurpation and that con- 
gress alone can legislate for Hawaii and 
no't the supreme court which it has done 
in its opinion. These three couten-'l un- 
der the decision congress can indefinitely 
continue every one of our outside posses- 
sions as colonies in every sense of •the 
word, exactly as does England and other 
European, powers; thnt congress can go' 
ahead acquiring territories or dependen- 
cies, over winch it will exercise absolute 
power controlling the inhabitants as it 
is fo minded., and not as federal constitu- 
tion requires or as the people governed 
may wish for. 


The general impression is (hat the de- 


cision is no usurpation, that it is found- 
ed upon common sense, 
f.i truth that 


it miglit not be a bad id'M io import 
som« of these Hawaii laws ovor hci't and 
substitute for ours.

ed South American governments are look- 
ing alu-iiri and endeavoring to enter into 
some form that will be permanent and 
be a guarantee of protection. 


Some time Miice Argentina did make 


some sort of an overture to this country 
as regards our Monroe doctrine, being 
willing to endorse such, but the results 
wore never carried on to anything par- 
ticularly definite. While we understand 
this doctrine to mean no European gov- 
ernment will be suffered to gain u foot- 
hold on this continent, in any excess of 
what it'hn< always hud in iJic past, that 
any Midi stop would be regarded as an 
unfriendly proceeding, wo have not car- 
ried it .-0 far us to forbid European pow- 
IM-S from collecting debts by force from 
these southern Republics nor have we 
objected to the powers bombarding their 
ports and taking possession, only 
we 


would object to any such occupation be- 
ing made permanent. Of course nil this 
is not particularly acceptable

touchy brother Republics who don't ad-

who wishes pay the market price and 
secure all Hie supplies he can pay 
for, 


without question and without some un- 
derstanding, or -without knowledgo

the part of the wholesaler, or agent of 
the coal operators, as to what use the 
buyer is to make of his purchase. Well, 
hardly. In slang terms references must 
be given if the identity of the intend- 
ing buyer is not known.

newspapers,' the information came under 
his eye, and he was saved from a humil- 
iating blunder. He frankly acknowledg- 
ed his obligation, saying: "It is one of 
the few occasions where I have found a 
newspaper to be of real service in the 
conduct of public affairs/ 
In point of 


fact, public affairs -would run a great 
deal more smoothly without state gov- 
ernors than without 
newspapers. The 


importance to the people of the constant 
illumination 
which 
'affairs' 
receive 


through the press wou'.d be quickly real- 
i/.ed should that illumination be with- 
drawn." 


It is plain to sec this particular gov- 


ernor does not possess a shrewd, observ-

ST. LOOTS, Mo,, June 10— At 1 o'clock 


the water which has submerged the low- 


er half of East St. Louis was 'rapidly fill- 
ing the depressions between Broadway 


and Missouri avenue, the 
next street 


north. It was 
pouring 
through 
the 


Broadway embankment between Eighth 


and Ninth streets in a stream as large 


us ft barrel and all along from Seventh 


to Twelfth streets in smll streams. All 
the dwellings between 
Broadway did 


Missouri avenues are being vacated as 


fast as possibe. Residents are making 


an effort to save their .furniture. The 
north and south streets, which arc ele- 
vated, are filled with refugees and their 
belongings. 


LAST STAXD BEING MADE. 


It is feared that a cave-in may occur 


in Broadway at any moment. The wall- 


ed embankment of sand appears to have 


been honeycombed by the water forcing 
it* way through and the brick paved 


crown is expected to sink. If the water 


were to come through with a rush, it 


•would not -be possible to check it at Mis- 


souri avenue, where a last stand is be- 
ing made and the flooding of the entire 
city will be almost inevitable. If the 
water only comes through gradually it is 
possible that the main volume can be 
held back 
at Missouri avenue. Since 


morning all traffic has been stopped on 
Broadway between Seventh and Twelfth 
streets. 


WATER IS BACKING UP. 


A break has occurred in the Baltimore 


and Ohio levee, which protects the city 
on the north, and water is flowing into 
the low ground to the north and north- 
cast of the city. The water has got be- 
hind the levee below the viaduct. A cross 
levee lias bei'n thrown up under the via- 
duct to check it. The levee directly in 
front of the business scctioiV from £he 
viaduct past the Relay depot to Cone 
station, is holding.

their neighbors of their danger. Every 
locomotive and factory whistle joined in 
the clamor of alarm. 


The water is not expected to reach its 


level in the flooded part of the city be- 
fore noon. Engineer

that when the level is reached the water 
will be tw> feet higher than at 7 o'clock 
this morning. 


ERECT NEW BARRIER. 


Undismayed by the defeat which has 


come into their seven days' battle with 
the flood the greater part of the levee 
builders fell back to Broadway, where 
it was at first decided to resist the water. 
A half hour's work and survey of the 
prospect convinced thost in charge that 
it was useless to try to keep the water 
from Broadway and the flood fighters 
fell back on Missouri avenue which runs 
cast from the Relay station. Here the 
scenes of the past week were repeated, 
as the stret was rapidly transformed in- 
to a dyke of sand bags and clay. 


An appeal from Mayor Cook to the 


governor of Illinois for state troops to 
iid in guarding property was answered 
by the promise that details of militia 


ould be sent to East St. Louis at once. 
A few hours before the break in the 


levee, a negro employed as a levee build- 
r, was killed by members of the levee 
patrol for attempting to tear down a 
portion of the dyke. 


His act was caused by anger because 


ho Was not allowed to draw his pay at 
once. 


Relief boats started from St. Louii for 


1'aft St. Louis early this morning. By 
ordn of Park Commissioner Aull, the 
skifl's used for recreation on the park- 
lakes were collected, to be sent on a 
Wiggins ferry boat to the cast side. 


FLEE IN THE NIGHT. 


When the break occurred 
warnings 


were sent to the Dexter addition by 
messengers who discharged fire arms,

SCURRYING TO SAFETY. 


Business 
is totally 
suspended. The 


streets are filled with the almost panic 
stricken inhabitants of the invaded dis- 
tricts. Women with children in their 
arms, men carrying household furniture, 
horses, dogs and other remains of once 
comfortable 
domestic 
establishments, 


parade the streets. The common direc- 
tion 
of all. movement is 
toward 
the 


bridge over which the refugees are hur- 
rying to St. Louis. 


At sunrise the bridge was practically 


the only means of crossing the river. 
Traffic to East St. Louis from the west 
side was suspended and policemen turn- 
ed back1 all who attempted the trip. 


The Eads bridge cars go to the west 


side of Cahokia creek viaduct where pas- 
sengers dismount, walk over and take 
the cars at the east end. The viaduct is 
in a precarious condition, and is is not 
expected to stand long. 


AWAKE BUT TO DIE. 


At 9 a. m. Congressman Rodenburg 


has estimated that thirty lives were loat 
in the flooding of the lower portion of 
^ast St. Louis curly tliis morning. While 
general alarms were given by the police 
and retreating levee workers with snouts 
and pistols there was not time to call at 
ever}' house in the -thickly fettled dis- 
trict, and it is believed many families in 
first story cottages awoke whon it was 
too late to escape. Even workers who 
laid down to rest on the embankment 
worn out with hard labor, wore caught 
bv the .flood and drowned like rats. It 
may never be learned how many died in 
this way. Among the 
drowned last 


night were D. H. Sherwood and John 
Koolish and three children. They lost 
their lives by the overturning of a, boa.t 
in the north part of the city. A negro 
was drowned at S o'clock this morning 
in the waters which are climbing up the 
side of the 
embankment supporting 


Broadway, East St. Louis. The man was 
irying to get his team to higher ground 
and remained in the rising waters till 
the swilt current upset and plunged him 
into the bottom. His team was drown- 
ed.

city. 


SWAM TO SAVK LIVES. 


A few of the workers on the embiink- 


Lights gleamed in houses \vliere the oc- 
cupants had retired in confidence that 
the embankment would hold. Persons 
scantily 
attired emerged 
from 
their 


homes and in a few moments the-whole 
population of the low district attacked 
six miles in area were fleeing to higher 
ground. 


As the noise of the approaching flood 


was beard, the flight, at first • rapid re- 
treat with more semblance of order, as- 
sumed a panic stage. All efforts to as- 
sure the inhabitants that there was suf- 
ficient time to escape unless a gap was 
washed through the embankment failed 
to convince them and most of them fled 
without any effort to save property. 


CITIZENS PANIC STRICKEN. 


Messengers were sent to the main por- 


tion of the city telling of the danger 
from the new point of attack and the 
greatest excitement prepailed. As the 
bottoms filled and the river gained a 
larger entrance the terror in the busi- 
ness section of the city grew intense. It 
was all the greater because of the dark- 
ness and the fear that while guard was 
maintained in one direction the torrent 
would break through at another point 
and engulf the luckless inhabitants be- 
tween two floods. By the thousands 
they began to desert their home* and 
run vainly up and down the streets seei- 
ng a place of juccor. 


STRONG HELPED THE WEAK 


Hundreds of families from the choic- 


est residence portions of the city carry- 
ing trunks, grips, bundles of clothing 
and valuables began to cross the Eads 
bridge toward St. Louis.

MILITIA GUARD LEVEES. 


Lieut. Gray, 
commanding 
the 
St.

against levee cutting and depredations 
i.y hordes of negroes and bums that arc 
to be seen everywhere. Arms are stack- 
ed at police headquarters where reput- 
able citizens may obtain carbines and 
ammunition to guard their property. 


MANY ARRESTS MADE. 


A large number of arrests have been 


made by the police, who are marching 
their prisoners across the bridge to St. 
Louis, us there is no place to keep them 
in the flooded city. The East St. Louis 
city jail is also being emptied and the 
prisoners taken to the Four Courts in 
St. Louis for safety. There is no place 
in East St. Louis to feed and pay off the 
thousands of men who have been at 
work strengthening the levees about the 
city. It was found necessary this morn- 
ing to march them over to St. Louis for 
their meals and then back again to work. 


Broadway, 
running cast

through East St. Louis, divides that city 
in two. It is built up in places, stand- 
ing fifteen feet above the surrounding 


water has entered the first floors of the 
building occupied by the .telegraph and 
telephones the instruments have been 
raised and the managers say that they 
will maintain service to the last. 


THOUSANDS ARE LEAVING, 


Ten tnousand refugees from the cast 


side district now submerged and from 
districts threatened are fleeing toward 
the bluffs to the cost, many taking trol- 
ley cars to Belleville, 111.

schools of that city for .the day and 
opening the buildings for the temporary 
accommodation of the flood refugees. 


By 9 o'clock the work of rescuing the 


people of East St. Louis was wen under 
way, with Broadway and Tenth street 
as the point of embarkation for the res- 
cuers. On all sides there were urgent 
call; for skiffs. 


Hundreds of men at the plant of the 


Malleable Iron Works hastily knocked 
together 
a number of rude flatboats, 


which were put; into service without de 
lav. The rowboats from

ferry boats had not reached the scene at 
that time. 


An immense lake had formed south of 


Broadway for three or four blocks, reach-

IMPRISONED IN SCHOOL HOUSE. 
In the Washington school house 300 


persons were, huddled together awaiting 
rescue. Some had to swim to get there. 
Shortly after daylight it became impossi- 
ble to reach the building except in boats. 
A r.umber of those imprisoned in the 
school hoti=e expressed their willingness 
to remain provided something to eat

In the hall above, the grocery store of 


Henry Bedenbick on Irene street. 72 per- 
sons took refuge. They could be seen 
at the windows signalling for boats to 
lake them away.

ry M. Bader arrived at Tenth street and 
Broadway early to aid the rescuers. Mr, 
Bader elated that he expected that a 
great damage would result. Mr. Bader 
estimated that 10,000 inhabitants were 
affected by the district already flooded 
and that from 500 to GOO were immed- 
iately iu danger from the rising flood. 


The police pressed into service all ne- 


groes and others who were seen loitering 
about and these men were set to work 
building (Int boats and rafts and assist- 
ing in handling skiffs already in service.

ASSASSINATED 


King Alexander, Queen Draga and Members 


of Cabinet Slain in Uprising 


of the Military. 


Members of Sixth Infantry Break Into Palace at 2 O'clock 


in the Morning When Work of Carnage 


Begun — Bloody Coup D' Etat 


Hailed With Rejoicing. 


BELGRADE, Servia, June 11.—A mil- 


itary 
revolution broke out here last 


night. The troops, who revolted under 


the leadership of Major Angikovics, sur- 


rounded the palace 
assassinated King 


Alexander, Queen Drnga, the latter's sis- 


ter, the queen's brother Xikoclem; Pre- 
mier Markoritch, Ministers Pelrovitch 
and Tndorvich, General Pavlovitch, the 
former minister of war, and some of the 
members of the royal guard. 


Prince Karageorgcvitch was proclaim- 


ed king. 


A cabinet was formed and the follow- 


ing proclamation issued: 


To the Servian people: Last night the 


king and queen were shot. In this grave 
and 
fateful movement friends of 
the 


fatherland have combined to form a new 
government. 
While 
the 
government 


makes this announcement to the people 
it is convinced that the Servian people 
•will gather round it and lend it their aid 
to maintain order and security through- 
out the land.

The bod- 
ies of the king and queen remain in the 
palace. 


As the morning advanced the excite- 


ment in the streets grew steadily. In 
spite of the pouring rain thousands of 
people gathered in the vicinity of the 
pa.lace. 
Everywhere troops of all arms 


were posted and field guns were placed 
in position to quickly deal with any op- 
position to the newly 
formed 
govern- 


ment's 
will. 
The 
soldiers 
discarded 


their cockades bearing the late King 
Alexander's cipher and substituted for 
it flowers., green twigs and leaves. 


Bands 
of young

streets waving flags and shouting "Long 
live Karageorgevitch." 


Flags are flying

nearly every 


house in Belgrade and there is absolute- 
ly no di-play whatever of crape or other 
signs of mourning. The ropal standard 
has been lowered from over the palace. 
Reports from places outside Belgrade in- 
dicate that the country accepts the dis- 
appearance of the Obrcnovitch dynasty 
without regret. 


CANNON GIVE SIGNAL.

tradictions the crime was carried out by 
members of the Sixth infantry, under 
the command of Colonel Smischich and 
Machin. The latter is a brother-in-law 
of the late queen Draga and is minister 
of public works in 'the new cabinet. The 
soldiers appear to have fought their way 
into the palace, shooting down the aide 
de camp on duty, Col. Xaumocics, al- 
though according to another version the 
king shot Xaumovics because he opened 
the gate to his assailants, thereby creat- 
ing suspicion of his connivance. Some of 
the other persons killed were surprised 
in their houses, simultaneously with the 
attack on the palace. The bodies of all 
the dead will be placed in coffins durin 
the course of the day. The remains of 
King Alexander will probably be buried 
at 'the convent of Rakovzn. The other 
bodies will be interred in the local ceme- 
tery. 


PLOT AXD ITS EXECUTION. 


VIENNA. June 11.—Dispatches 
from 


Belgrade say that sincf. the late King 
Alexander's last suspension of the Ser- 
vian constitution the army had been ani- 
mated by hostile feelings toward both 
the king and queen. 


The revolution was planned weeks ago. 


.Secret committees were organized in the 
country and worked in co-operation with 
'the army. The loaders of the revolution 
arc said to have been the new ministers 
of ju.-th-p and finance, respectively M. 
Schiokovics, and M. Vetikovics. and the 
Sixth regiment of infantry, garrisoning 
Belgrade was demanded to carry out the 
plot.

KNOWLEDGE OP AFFAIR 


Expressed Sorrow at Occurrence of 


Attack and Hoped for Court's 


Leniency-Had no Known

Seven years at hard labor in the state 


prison at Waupim is the 
punishment 


meted out to Thomas Waddell, who mur- 
derously assaulted Ole Hanseo, conduc- 
tor of a Milwaukee, Eacine & Kenosha 
electric car, on Monday night, at the 
switch opposite Lutx park. 


Waddell had a hearing before Court 


Commissioner John T. Wentworth yea- 
tcrday afternoon and tried to tell a 
story of how the affair happened, or in 
other words denied any knowledge of 
the assault, claiming that he was too 
drunk to remember the vital points. 


Court Commissioner Wentivorth held 


him to the municipal court in bonds of 
$1,500. After 
remaining in jail 
over 


night Waddell sent for the district at- 
torney this morning and stated that he 
desired to plead guilty to the charge, 
which was assault and intent to com- 
mit murder with' a' dangerous weapon, a 
razor. 


He was arraigned betweenh 11 and 12 


o'clock. Before being sentenced Waddell 
said to a reporter that he believed that 
Judge Smieding^'wpuid treat him right 
and without interference from outsiders, 
that what friends he had in the world 
he did not want .them to know where he 
was. 
'" 


Waddell was ordered to stand up and 


District Attorney Gittins read-the in- 
formation charging assault witli intent 
to murder Ole Hansen. Judge Smied- 
ing asked the prisoner if he understood 
the meaning of the information and the 
prisoner answered that he did, but that 
he did not believe he intended to com- 
mit murder. The judge was inclined to 
remand him for trial on this statement, 
but the prisoner quickly spoke up and 
said he desired to plead guilty to the 
charge, that he knew what it was, un- 
derstood it, and made the plea of his 
own volition. 


In answer to questions of the court he 


said that he was 42 years old, that he 
was an iron worker, and the last place 
ho was employed was at the South Chi- 
cago rolling mills, that he was unmar- 
ried, had no father, mother, sisters or 
brothers and that he stood alone in the 
world. When asked if he had anything 
to say why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced, he said that he was sorry the 
affair had occurred, very sorry indeed, 
that he had been drinking and he hoped 
that the court would be as lenient as 
possible with him. He had oo more to 
say.

Judge Smieding then sentenced him to 


seven years in the state prison at Wau- 
pun, hard labor, the first day to be in 
actual solitary'confinement.

The prisoner took his sentence coolly, 


and was on his feet in a moment ready 
to be remanded: -He said afterward that 
he was tired o£ talking, that he feared 
hi.s mind was going from, the effects of 
drinking and that he wanted rest. All 
efforts to get him to tell a true story 
of his life failed and he will go to pris- 
on a mystery.

BY JUDGE 


Decision Liberates Prisoner Who 


Has long Been Center of 


Legal Contention. 


COMPLAINT DEFECTIVE, 


ALSO THE AFFIDAVIT 


Court Declares Both Jurisflietionally 


so-Sweeney Was Arrested in Mil- 


waukee Where He Had Gone 


to Assist Three Friends. 


Charles A. Sweeney, who has been con- 


fined at the Eacine county jail for the 
ras'fc ten weeks, is a free man. In the 
circuit court this morning Judge,E. E. 
Belden handed down his decision in the 
case and discharged the prisoner from 
;he custody of the sheriff. 


Probably no prisoner was ever confin- 


ed in the county jail for whom a stronger 
fight has been made than for Sweeney. 
On various grounds it was" held 
that 


Sweeney was illegally held, but 
until 


this morning all propositions have been 
overruled. 


It will be remembered that Sweeney 


was charged with being implicated with 
John Connors, Alexander McCarren and 
one Henderson with having swindled Ja- 
cob Carbeincr, of Clinton, Iowa out of 
$3,000 in a fake race on the ice. 


The three last named men were in- 


veigled in'to Milwaukee by one Saveland, 
who; Claimed i he had ,ibeen: wprked for 
$l'0,000.' Sweeney went" to Milwaukee 
for the purpose of assisting his friends 
and put npi$600-for bonds and he was 
then arrested oh what-is' terinedSa civil 
^•aurant, issued: by. ^Juflge -,E.; B. Beldeu, 


nd brought,to.this city. 
It was'contended'by"'the attorneys of 


Sweeney that .he was .illegally held for 
the reason that the crime was committed 
in another state and that the circuit 
court had no jurisdiction. At this time 
Milwaukee and Chicago attorneys 
had 


charge of Sweeney's case, but later Mar- 
tin Gillcn was retained and commenced 
proceedings before Court Commissioner 
Judd who refused to let the prisoner go. 
Then it came before Judge Belden again 
and this morning the judge handed down 
a decision in which he said: 


It appears upon ejxaminaiion, that nei- 


ther the affidavit upon which the order 
for arres't was made, nor the complaint, 
lay a venue giving the court jurisdiction.' 
Neither, alleges that the cause of action 
arose within this statej or shows the res- 
idence of the parties to the action. 
I 


think both jurisdictionally defective. 


It now appears that the cause of ac- 


tion arose within the state of Iowa. The 
defect?, of the affidavit and complaint can 
not now be remedied by the affidavit filed 
by plaintiff upon this hearing. 


I-am of the opinion that plaintiff's un- 


dertaking accompanying his affidavit and 
application for the order of arrest is in- 
sufficient in tha't its form is joint, and 
not several, and that whatever under- 
taking- was submitted, to be a 'compli- 
ance with the statute, should have been 
several as to 'the defendants not only as 
to form but also as to a. sufficient.amount 
of indemnity to each. 


Exariiination -of the form of approval 


of the undertaking, also submitted arid 
signed during the progress of a trial, as 
aforesaid, lends me 'to 
very seriously 


doubt its sufficiency.

I think the motion of defendant should 


be granted, and will sign an order accord- 
ingly in open court. June llth inst., at 
10 o'clock in the forenoon. Defendant 
Sweeney is discharged from custody in- 
stanter.

Missouri River Establishes a New 


Mark, But Crest of Flood 


Has Now Passed St. Lonis. 


LIYES OF 50 CHILDREN 


IN IMMINENT DANGER 


Great Volume of Water Spreading 


Itself Out Through Xiimcrons Opcu- 


inga-Many Eet'use to Leave 
Homes-Food Brought Them. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., June 9.—At the rate 


of from eight to ten miles an hour the 
Missouri river over half a mile wide and 
ninety feet deep in the channel is pour- 
ing past St. Louis toward the gulf. For 
a week the river slowly at first and then 
gaining in speed crept out of its ordinary 
confines until on June 8, 1U03, it had es- 
tablished a high water mark of 37.5 feet, 
the highest Hood tide since the san:c 
mark was ujnofficiallv established in 1S.3S. 
But this is 3.9 feet below the great 
high water mark of June 20, 1S44. 


The river 
is now 
receding. 
Thirty 


feet above low water mark is the dan- 
ger line for St. Louis and the river ro=e 
eeven'and one-half feet above the danger, 
line. 


The crest of the flood has passed St. 


Louis and any further destruction to be 
wrought 
will be 
from 
the 
possible 


vrumbling of undermined buildings and 
to the country below this point, dangers 
which is lessened by the spreading of 
the river the lowlands. 


Kapid falling of the water it is ex- 


pected, will quickly drain the inundated 
section of the Illinois side, where 
the 


property loss will be heaviest and re- 
pairs to" the damaged property will soon 
be possible.

DRAFT LAWS FOR MOROS 


Philippine Commission Formu- 


lates Bill Making Them an 


Autonomous Colony. 


MANILA, June 0.—The Philippine 


commission has enacted a bill providing 
for the government of the Moros. Gov- 
ernor 
Taft and Major General 
Davis 


jointly drafted it. The measure practi- 
cally makes the Moro province an auton- 
ornous colony of the Philippines, which 
the Philippine government controls and 
creates an appointive legislative council 
to provide local laws, the commission re- 
servintr the right 
to amend or annul 


them. The council is to be composed of 
a governor, secretary, treasurer, engi- 
neer, 
attorney and superintendent 
of 


school. Governor Taft will appoint the 
officials. 


The bill will extend the jurisdiction of 


the Philippine courts and constabulary 
to the province and will recognize Moro 
laws which do not conflict with Ameri- 
can laws. The measure also directs the

Mr. Field then follows with his views 


upon the present condition of the indus- 
trial situation by saying: • 


"Therefore I say it is 'the part of pru- 


dence only to look farther into the fu- 
ture than we have heretofore been doing. 
This prosperity we are now enjoying will 
cot continue unless this agitation can be 
stopped, and unless labor is willing tn 
continue earnestly at work at the pres- 
ent very high prices. These prices must 
certainly go down a= soon as there is any 
material let-up in business. Personally. 
I have always been an advocate of good 
pay, short hours, and good, faithful ser- 
vice, trying to keep all our 
employes 


thorsugbly interested in the business. 1 
have read the president's speech, and I 
have been much interested in that part 
of it in which the president warns us to 
enforce the laws of our country. In short, 
he says that the supreme safely of our 
country is to be found in a fearless and 
honest administration of the laws of the 
la-nd. That. 1 am sure, voices the senti- 
ment of every good citizen of the Uniied 
States. Certainly, the weakest point in 
the government of the 
country today. 


and the one thnt is destined to bring as 
the greatest trouble, unless we have fin 
immediate change, is the lax enforcement 
of law. The trouble i= that the young 
people of the land are growing up to 
have no respect for law and order, and 
why should the;- have when they are not 
made to respect it? There is nothing we 
need in this country so much. I repeat, 
with reference to the. labor question, as 
an enforcement of law. I know of my 
own knowledge that we would have had 
a much greater increase in manufactur- 
ing industries in Chicago 
during 
(lie 


past five years had it not been for labor 
troubles in Chicago. Why should manu- 
facturers come here when they can go 
elsewhere and have very litlle or almost 
no trouble?''

ment of the business, or at least of con- 
trolling matters not (heir province: fur- 
ther the assumption in denying to other 
American citizens the same rights as 
themselves to work without molestation 
and restriction.

sociations fully recognize this truth and 
were they to insist upon their

can be made the most

The freedom of contract attaches to 


every individual, the employe and the 
employer, and the most enduring labor 
associations will be those founded upon 
the principle that can not be disturbed, 
because not treading upon the just rights 
of any citizen nor at any -time resorting 
to acts that practiced now more or less 
are distinctly interferring with the rights 
of individuals, they will bar out all dis- 
integrating qualities within themselves. 


seem to be any question of the man's 
guilt, but an -appeal was ma.de to the 
United States supreme court upon the 
ground thai the annexation resolution 
had been passed and was law at the 
tim« this person was tried for. murder, 
and that therefore he could only have 
been convicted under the }aws of the 
United States which requires affirmative 
action of a grand jury and a unanimous 
verdict of a jury. 


The supreme court by an affirmative 


vote of five justices and dissenting opin- 
ion of three, hold the federal constitution 
was not operative at that time. The ma- 
jority opinion stated the conviction was 
legal, that congress in 1893 had.agreed 
to the annexation, by a joint resolution, 
which resolution provided among other 
things that all laws of Hawaii not con- 
trary to the constitution were to remain 
in force until congress had otherwise de- 
creed. In effect said 
Justice 
Brown, 


"Where the language of the law was evi- 
dently against the intention of congress 
it should not be construed literally, other- 
wise it would result in freedom of all 
the criminals convicted under it, and 
this contingency could not have been for- 
seen." But in any event said 'the jus- 
tice, the reiolution was intended to be 
temporary 
and 
provisional, that no 


change in the government was contem- 
plated, and that until further legislation 
the republic: of Hawaii continued in ex- 
istence." 


The dissenting justices, led by Chief 


Justice Fuller and Justice Harlem were 
vigorous in their opiuions. They assume 
the decision is usurpation and that con- 
gress alone can legislate for Hawaii and 
not the supreme court which it has done 
in its opinion. These three contend un- 
der the decision congress can indefinitely 
continue every one of our outside posses- 
sions as colonies in ever}' sense of 
the 


word, exactly as does England and other 
European powers; that congress can go' 
ahead acquiring territories or dependen- 
cies, over which it will exercise absolute 
power controlling the inhabitants as it 
is KO minded, and not as federal constitu- 
tion requires or as the people governed 
may wish for. 


The general impression is that the de- 


cision is no usurpation, that it is found- 
ed upon common sense, 
fa truth that 


H might not be a bad idcji to import 
some of these Hawaii laws over here and 
substitute for ours.

The report the South American Repub- 


lics of Argentina, Chili and Brazil were 
to enter into an alliance for mutual pro- 
tection against any possible assault from 
anv Kuropean power, is not accredited to 
diplomats having the power to induce 
their respective states to make any such 
combination. It is very possible, however 
.-•ome of these Republics to the south of 
us reasonably well organized and with 
stable governments arc desirous of form-

threatened by Europe. They are afraid

Monroe doctrine. Therefore 
in united 


forms of protection the more enlighten- 
ed South American governments are look- 
ing ahead and endeavoring to enter into 
some form that will be. permanent and 
lie a guarantee of protection. 


Some time Mnce Argentina did make 


some sort of au overture to this country 
as regards our Monroe doctrine, being 
willing to endorse such, but the results 
were never carried on to anything par- 
ticularly definite. TVbile we understand 
this doctrine to mean no European gov- 
ernment will be .suffered to gain a foot- 
hold on this continent, in any excess ot 
what it has always hart in the past, that 
any such step would be regarded as an 
unfriendly proceeding, we have not car- 
ried it so far as to forbid European pow- 
ers from collecting debts by force from 
these southern Republics nor have wo 
objected to the powers bombarding their 
ports and taking possession, 
only we 


would object to any such occupation be- 
ing made permanent. Of course all this 
is not particularly acceptable 
to 
our 


touchy brother Republics who don't ad- 
mire the feature of their ports being 
bombarded and foreign force being used 
to control 
their 
custom houses, be- 


cause these alleged debts, that is consid- 
ernl of it, grows out of matters 'that 
should not concern the government at 
all. A foreigner might as well call upon 
his government, say England, to send a 
fleet to collect because some state by leg-

RUSSIA EXPLAINING. 


The semi-official explanation made by 


the Russian authorities of Kishineff Jew- 
ish massacres is essentially Russian. Com- 
bined with -an air of freedom from all 
bigotry or one sidedness, is .a vein of of- 
ficial desire to give the United States a 
swipe, and it must be admitted in a. way, 
otir intolerance as shown towards the 
colored citizens in many quarters, with 
lynching bees north and south and burn- 
ing at the stake, give the thing a color- 
ing. But the Russian government is in a 
tight place, and the whole civilized world 
is ringing with the awful horrors of Kish- 
ineff Xo massacres for many years can 
equal in point of awful tortures and out- 
rages upon women that are reported from 
this southern province of Russia. 


The statement is of course intended 


to soften down the terrible affair and 
would of course start out with putting 
the Jews in the wrong. This was done 
and admitting the popular passion of 'the 
Russian peasant against the Jewish citi- 
zens, and the consequent frenzy aroused 
by the fierce and unheard of falsehoods 
circulated by the anti-Semite paper, the 
Bessarabysty, the official task 
of ac- 


counting for the foul crimes committed 
was made more easy. An excited, pas- 
ionate populace, and a frenzied mob of 
citizens, with an indifferent government, 
and the local officials refusing to inter- 
fere, and the horrors of a Kishineff were 
made possible. The reading of the ac- 
counts makes it certain had the local 
authorities shown any desire to prevent 
the massacres such could 
have 
been 


done. 


The only government that may express 


its detestation is that of the United 
States. Xo other world government will 
in any manner express its sentiments of- 
ficially. If reports from Washington arc 
not exaggerated, President Roosevelt 
will upon the first formal opportunity 
give public vent to his feelings, as ex- 
pressive, not only of his own but those 
of the people of this country. 


r.\llTV RAXCOR SUBSIDING. 


A few days ago the Madison 


crat had a paragraph to the effect that 
"there never was a time in American 
politics when partisanship meant so lit- 
tle." This coming from a Democratic 
paper of the conservative stamp attract- 
ed attention, but its tenor did not evi- 
dently impress itself tipon a brother in 
the same camp up at Fond du Lac, the 
Fond du Lac Reporter. This paper savs 
if partisanship is declining it is to be re- 
gretted, and remarks that "the indepen- 
dent voter is a menace to good govern- 
ment.

Gov. Pennypacker of Pennsylvania, 


was saved from a bad blunder through/ 
the muzzled press defying the Quay libel 
law criticizing an appointment of his. It 
appears, says the St. PauJ Pioneer 
press, "The constitution of Pennsylvania 
prohibits the appointment of any sena- 
tor or representative to any state office 
during the term for which he shall have 
been elected or appointed. In complete 
ignorance of thia prohibition, Gov. Pen- 
nypacker recently announced his purpose 
to appoint to state positions two mem- 
bers of the state house of representa- 
tives. Immediately three of the Phila- 
delphia papers which the governor has 
expressed .a desire to see 'suppressed' 
called his attention to the illegality of 
his proposed act. 
Notwithstanding his 


declaration that he 
'never 
reads the 


newspapers/ the information came under 
his eye, and he was saved from a humil- 
iating blunder. He frankly acknowledg- 
ed his obligation, saying: "It is one of 
the few occasions where I have found a 
newspaper to be of real service in the 
conduct of public affairs.,' 
In point of 


fact, public affairs would run a great 
deal more smoothly without state gov- 
ernors than without 
newspapers. The 


importance to the people, of the constant 
illumination 
which 
'affairs' 
receive 


through the press would be quickly real- 
ized should that illumination be with- 
drawn." 


It is plain to see this particular gov- 


ernor does not possess a shrewd, observ- 
ing private secretary, or such a contem- 
plated 
mistake could not have been 


thought of. 


OBSERVING 
CONTRACTS. 


Grand Master Morrisy before the con- 


vention of Railway Trainmen at Denver 
spoke earnestly favoring the keeping of 
every contract entered into. He is re- 
ported to have said: "We predict that 
we shall see the time when we will re- 
gard the contract breaker, whether mem- 
ber or non member, with as much con- 
tempt as a scab." This is hard perhaps 
upon'the citizen whose ideas prevent him 
from belonging to any organization ,of 
the nature of a labor union, but it is a 
great advance upon former ideas. The 
very safety of all civilized society is that 
observation of contracts and agreements 
in conformity to pledge, and when men 
break losely their plighted word there is 
no safety for any one. Men will make 
agreements with one another when such 
arc deemed proper but when one party 
or the other, feel at liberty to violate the 
agreed upon terms, then anarchy reigns, 
for no man knows when he is safe. 


The official explanation of the new mi- 


litia law ought to be sufficient to some 
tender plants of governors and 
overly 


excited individuals. It was feared one 
section in the new law 
if 
interpreted 


rightly would take the control of the mi- 
litia from the control of the states, but 
this declares Judge Advocate Davis does 
nothing of the sort. Another contention 
was the point that the command of mil- 
itary posts or camps where the militia 
maneuvers 'took place should be under 
the control of the regular commander of 
the place regardless of the rank of those 
commanding the troops engaged.

"Such 'portions of the national guard as 
participate in the maneuvers or opera- 
tions do so for the purpose of improv- 
ing their discipline and 
efficiency 
and 


that in such participation they act under 
the orders of their respecitve governors."

ST. LOTOS, Mo., June 10—At 1 o'clock 


the water -which has submerged the low- 


er half of East St. Louis was 'rapidly fill- 
ing the depressions between Broadway 
and Missouri avenue, the 
next street 


north. It was pouring through the 
Broadway embankment between Eighth 
and Ninth streets in a stream as large 
as a barrel and all along from Seventh 
to Twelfth streets in smll streams. All 
the dwellings between 
Broadway *id 


Missouri avenues are being vacated as 
fast as possibe. Residents are making 
an effort to save their furniture. The 
north and south streets, which are ele- 
vated, lire filled with refugees and their 


1 belongiigs. 


LAST STAND BEING MADE. 


It is feared that a cave-in may occur 


in Broadway at any moment. Tie wall- 
ed embankment of sand appears to have 
been honeycombed by the water forcing 


i(» way through and the brick paved 
crown is expected to sink. If the water 
were to come through •with a rush, it 
would not 'be possible to check it at Mis 
eouri avenue, where a last stand is be- 
ing made and the flooding of the entire 
city will be almost inevitable. If the 
water only comes through gradually it is 
possible that the main volume can be 
held back 
at Missouri 
avenue. Since 


morning all traffic has been stopped on 
Broadway between Seventh and Twelfth 
streets. 


WATER IS BACKING UP. 


A break has occurred in the Baltimore 


and Ohio levee, which protects the city 
on the north, and water is flowing into 
the loiv ground to the north and north- 
east of the city. The water has got be- 
hind the levee below the viaduct. A cross 
levee has been thrown up under the via- 
duct to check it. The levee directly in 
front of the business section! from the 
viaduct past the Eelay depot to Cone 
station, is holding. There is reason for 
believing that many lives were lost when 
the water rushed upon the lower part 
of the city early this morning. 


3-2,000 LIVES MENACED. 


The river .this morning reached a stage 


of 37.0 feet, the highest point during 
the present flood. East St. Louis with 
a population of 32,000, having large man- 
ufacturing interests and the terminal 
point for railroads in the northeast and 
'. 


south, is partly under water and will 
probably he totally submerged by noon 
The southern half of East St. Louis is 
deep in the flood and the city's 2,500 
builders have fallen back on Missouri 
avenue in the attempt to save the re- 
mainder of the city, menaced by swell- 
ing waters from three sides. Broadwav 
the central east and west thoroughfare, 
has been abandoned to the flood. Lee 
Harper, former city engineer, says that 
the water will be two feet deep in front 
of the city hall before 5 o'clock this 
evening. 


Several miles of water pressing from 


the south and southeast overcame the 
city's line of defense shortly before 1 
o'clock this morning and 5,000 persons 
were driven from their homes. 


Numerous reports of drownings have 


been received, but the East St. Louis po 
lice have thus far learned no names of 
victims. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN HELP. 


One thousand men were working on 


the part of the levee which broke.. For 
several hours before the final break the/ 
had the assistance of hundreds of women 
and children. The break came at the 
St. Louis valley .crossing of the Illinois 
Central embankment, two miles south of 
Eelay depot. While as many men, wo- 
men and children as could stand on the 
embankment were heaping fund bags be- 
tween the rails to prevent the menacing 
waters from mounting over the top, the 
resistless current broke through the low- 
er part of the wall of earth and spurted 
in rivulets in the faces of those who 
were carrying sand bags up the bank. 
Bags thrown into the openings by doz- 
ens of men were tossed by the \vaters 
like feather?. Then 
the workers 
flc-d 


frnin their useless task and the alarm 
was given by tlic ringing of hells and 
Mowing of whistles in every part of the 


SWAM TO SAVE LIVES. 


A few of the workers on the embank- 


ment remained at their posts until the- 
rushing waters made it necessary for 
them to swim for their lives. Then they 
joined their companions in warning the 
residents of the thickly settled district 
of the city. Awakened families saw the 
water in the streets. When they were 
ready to leave with the hurriedly col- 
lected stock of necessities the flood was 
at their sills. All fled to the north. The 
Washington school was the nearest point 
of safety. Many made 
for 
the high 


ground near the Illinois Central tracks. 
Men from Alta Sitn and Denver side who 
had been working on the 
abandoned 


levee hastened to those localities to tell 
their neighbors of their danger. Every 
locomotive and factory whistle joined in 
the clamor of alarm. 


The water is not expected to reach its 


level in the flooded part of the. city be- 
fore noon. Engineer 
Harper 
predicts 


that when the level is reached the water 
will be two feet higher than at 7 o'clock 
this morning. 


EBECT NEW BARRIER. 


Undismayed by the defeat which haa 


come into their seven days' battle with 
the flood the greater part of the levee 
builders fell back to Broadway, where 
it was at first decided to resist the water. 
A half hour's work and survey of the 
prospect convinced thost in charge that 
it was useless to try to keep the water 
from Broadway and the flood fighters 
fell back on Missouri avenue which runs 
east from the Relay station. 
Here the 


scenes of the past week were repeated, 
as the stret was rapidly transformed in- 
to a dyke of sand bags and clay. 


An appeal from Mayor Cook to the 


governor of Illinois far state troops to 
aid in guarding property was answered 
by the promise that details of militia 
would be sent to East St. Louis at once. 


A few hours before the break in the 


levee, a negro employed as a, levee biiild- 
r. was killed by members of the levee 
patrol for attempting to tear down a 
portion of the dyke. 


His act was caused by anger because 


he was not allowed to draw his pay at

Relief boats started from St. Louis for 


East St. Louis early this morning. By 
order of Park Commissioner Aull, the 
skiffs used for recreation on the park 
lakes were collected, to be sent on n 
Wiggins ferry boat to the east side.

SCURRYING TO SAFETY. 


Business 
is totally suspended. The 


streets are filled with the almost panic 
stricken inhabitants of the invaded dis- 
tricts. Women with children in their 
arms, men carrying household furniture, 
horses, dogs and other remains of once 
comfortable 
domestic 
establishments, 


parade the streets. The common direc- 
tion 
of all movement is toward 
the 


bridge over which the refugees are hur- 
rying to St. Louis. 


At sunrise the bridge was practically 


the only means of crossing the river. 
Traffic to East St. Louis from the west 
side ,-waa suspended and policemen turn- 
ed back- all who attempted the trip. 


The Eads bridge cars go to the west 


side of Cahokia creek viaduct where pas- 
sengers dismount, walk over and take 
the cars at the east end. The viaduct is 
in a precarious condition, and is is not 
expected to stand long. 


AWAKE BUT TO DIE. 


At 9 a, m. Congressman Rodenburg 


has estimated that thirty lives were lost 
in the flooding of the lower portion of 
x.ast St. Louis early this morning. While 
general alarms were given by the police 
and retreating levee workers with shouts 
and pistols there was not time to call at 
everj- house in the "thickly settled dis- 
trict, and it is believed many families in 
first story cottages awoke when it was 
too late to escape. Even workers who 
laid down to rest on the embankment 
worn out with hard labor, were caught 
by the .flood and drowned like rats. It 
may never be learned how many died in 
this way. Among the 
drowned last 


night were D. H. Sherwood and John 
Koolish and three children. They lost 
their lives by the overturning of a boat 
in the north part of the city. A negro 
was drowned at S o'clock this morning 
in the waters which are climbing up the 
side 
of the 
embankment supporting 


Broadway, East St. Louis. The man was 
trying to get his team to higher ground 
and remained in the rising waters till 
the switt current upset and plunged him 
into the bottom. His team was drown- 
ed. 


scantily 
attired emerged 
from 
their 


homes and in a few moments the-whole 
population of the low district attacked 
six miles in area were fleeing to higher 
ground. 


As the noise of the approaching flood 


was heard, the flight, at first a rapid re- 
treat with more semblance of order, as- 
sumed a panic stage. All efforts to as- 
sure the inhabitants that there was suf- 
ficient time to escape unless a gap was 
washed through the embankment failed 
to convince them and most of them fled 
without any effort to save property. 


CITIZENS PANIC STRICKEN. 


Messengers were sent to the main por- 


tion of the city telling of the danger 
from the new point of attack and the 
greatest excitement prepailed. As the 
bottoms filled and the river gained a 
larger entrance the terror in the busi- 
ness section of the city grew intense. It 
was all the greater because of the dark- 
ness and the fear that while guard was 
maintained in one direction the torrent 
would break through at another point 
and engulf the luckless inhabitants be- 
tween two floods. By the thousands 
they began to desert their homes and 
run vainly up and down the streets seek- 
ing a. place of succor. 


STRONG HELPED THE WEAK. 


Hundreds of families from the choic- 


est residence portions of the city carry- 
ing trunks, grips, bundles of clothing 
and valuables began to cross the Eads 
bridge toward St. Louis. Most of the 
refugees 
were scantily 
clad. Strong 


men carried aged women in their arms, 
followed by women with babies. Bare- 
footed children were in the procession

MILITIA GUARD LEVEES. 


Lieut. Gray, 
commanding the 
St. 


Louis navy militia, has his force spread 
out along the embankments guarding 
against levee cutting and depredations 
1.7. hordes of negroes and bums that arc 
to be seen everywhere. Arms are stack- 
ed at police headquarters where reput- 
able citizens may obtain carbines and 
ammunition to guard their property. 


MANY ARRESTS MADE. 


A large number of arrests have been 


made by the police, who are marching 
their prisoners across the bridge to St. 
Louis, as there is no place to keep them 
in the flooded city. The East St. Louis 
city jail is also being emptied and the 
prisoners taken to the Four Courts in 
St. Louis for safety. There is no place 
in East St. Louis to feed and pay off the 
tnousands of men who have been at 
work strengthening the levees aboub the 
city. It was found necessary this morn- 
ing to march them over to St. Louis for 
their meals and then back again to work. 


Broadway, running east 
and west 


through East St. Louis, divides that city 
in two. It is built up in places, stand- 
ing fifteen feet above the surrounding 


abandoned their homes and fled to high- 
er ground. 


Alta Sita, Denver side and southeast 


East St. Louis are devoted to manufac- 
turing plants and the residents of their, 
employes.

Congressman 
Rodenburg, who has charge of the pa- 
trol along Broadway, gives it is his esti- 
mate that fhf 
number will be about 


thirty. ;The only drownhigs coming un- 
der his personal observation were those 
of two women and a man who lost their 
lives near his post of duty. 


Numerous drowning 
were 
reported 


among the levee workers, who were 
caught asleep by the. flood, but their 
number is not known. 


Not all communication with East St. 


Louis has been cut ofH Only a limited 
number of pedestrians is allowed to cross 
the viaduct to East St. Louis. Refugees 
from East St. Louis are allowed to use 
the viaduct. Telegraph, and telephone 
communication is still intact. Although 
water has entered the first floors of the 
building occupied by the.telegraph and 
telephones the instruments have been 
raised and the managers say that they 
will maintain service to the last. 


THOUSANDS ARE LEAVING. 


"1'cn tuousand refugees from the east 


side district now submerged and from 
districts threatened are fleeing toward 
the bluffs to the east, many taking trol- 
ley cars to Belleville. 111. 


An order was issued closing the public 


schools of that city for . the day and 
opening the buildings for the temporary 
accommodation of the flood refugees. 


By 9 o'clock the work of rescuing the 


people of East St. Louis was weu under 
way, with Broadway and Tenth street 
as the point of embarkation for the res- 
cuers. On all sides there were urgent 
calls for skiffs. 


Hundreds of men at the plant of the 


Malleable Iron Works hastily knocked 
together 
a number of rude flatboats, 


which were put into service without de- 
lay. The rowboats from

ferry boats had not reached the scene at 
that time. 


An immense lake had formed south of 


Broadway for three or four blocks, reach- 
ing from Fifth almost to Fifteenth 
streets. This was constantly spreading. 
.IMPRISONED IN SCHOOL HOUSE. 


In the Washington school house 300 
persons were huddled together awaiting 
rescue. Some had to swim to get there. 
Shortly after daylight it became impossi- 
ble to reach the building except in boats.

"What persons should do if cut off 


from escape is to shut the door of the 
room in -which they are and make for 
the nearest window," said Chief Swing- 
ley of the St. Lonls flre department to 
a NPW York World reporter. 


"The best way is to crawl. There is 


always a space next the floor where 
the air is good. 
Smoke always rises. 


I don't care if a building is filled with 
dense smoke—a window can be reached 
by crawling and keeping the head close 
to the floor. 


"Pei-sons should get on the outside of 


the window. The room may be filled 
with fire, but It will take some time 
before the flre reaches them. Persons 
should wait until their clothes catch 
on flre before jumping. It is almost 
sure dentil to jump. 


'Burning buildings do not fall imme- 


diately. They are generally burning at 
east half an hour before they begin to 
fall. Even if the building does begin 
to fall the portion where one is may 
not fall. 


Of course when persons are placed 


in great danger minutes seem like 
hours. The engines get to fires in the 
majority of cases within a few minutes 
after the alarm has been given. 


'Another thing that I am reminded 


of Is the fact of how few persons know 
the location of fire alarm boxes near- 
est to their residences and how to give 
an alarm. Every one should familiar- 
ize himself with the location of the 
box and how to turn in an alarm."

The Holsteln-Frelsian cow, Sadie

test, breaking the world's record for 
this period. 


During the thirty days she gave 


2,754.0 ounces of milk, containing 123 
pounds Sy2 ounces of. butter. 
The 


world's official record has heretofore 
stood at 112 pounds. 


This test was made on the Brother- 


ton stock farms of Messrs. McAdam & 
Von Iloyne. who own the cow. The 
test was made under the supervision of 
Professor C. C. Cole of Ovid, N. Y., 
representative of tbe Cornell agricul- 
tural experiment station, and retested 
by Professors Stone and Bell of the 
Same institution.
